The  work  oftfie  preacher  of  the  Gospel  is 
to  minister  to^ie  sjiiritual  wants  of  the 
people  in  the  radius  Of  his  influence.  His 
work  is  a success  only,  so  far  as  he  succeeds 
in  leading  people  to  abandon  their  pursuits 
after  “the  works  of  the  flesh”  and  long  for 
the  fruits  of  the  spirit  in  their  own  devel- 
opment, whieh'is.sien  in  “love,  joy,  peace, 
Jong  suffering,  kindness,  godless, ’faithful- 
ness, meekness,  temperance.”

Minority  Rights. 

Laws  are  made  for  the  prAtjjection  of  the 
minorities;  for  they  nave  rights,  whether 
as  a class  or  as  individuals!
